Alexandria, Egypt, July 4.—Gen- 
eral Allenby, British High Comuis- 
sioner for Egypt, during & recent, 
visit to Khartoum, delivered an ad- 
dress in which he indicated British 
purposes in the Sudan. He said in 
part: 

“] notice some fears among the 
Sudanese peoples regarding a less in- 
timate future association between 
Great Britain and the Sudan for the 
development of the country. Such in- 
tentions are not those of the British 
goternment, and as a confirmation 
‘of these words I cannot do better than 
mention to you the speech of the Bri 
tish Premier in the House of Com- 
mons Feb. 28, 1922, when the ques 
tion. of independence of the Sudan war 
discussed; Here are his words: 

‘] must ‘speak first of the Sudan 
which is very important for the Bri- 
tish Empire. Sudan deserves our 
yood attention. The combined efforts 
of England and Egypt hare been nec- 
essary to preserve the country from 
devastation and ruin. 

“For the last 20 years England and 
Egypt have worked both with men and 
noney to reestablish peace and pros 
verity ip a country which must and 
will be some day in the near futare 
as fertile and as populous as it coule 
ever possibly be. The British Govern 
men will never allow the progress al 
ready realized and the great promis 
ed of the future to be put in danger, 
nor will it ever consent to any change 
in the by-laws of the country which 
would deminish the safety of the mil 
lions of British eapital devoted to the 
development of the Sudan. 

“On the other hand, Egypt hax yot

The closing of the res which wus 
due to the unsatisfactory condition of 
the diamond market, has affected prac 
tically the whole population of Kim- 
berley, which depends almost for its 
very existence upon the diamond jn- 
dustry. Both whites and natives are 
employed in the mines ‘ordinarily, 
hae a large number of white men hive 
teen duchurged and cre out of work, 
while those who have been kept on are 
receiving only half-pay, or less. The 
natives, for the most part, have been 
returning to their horhes and are re- 
ceiving no wages. The shops are de- 
perident upon the employment of the 
miners, and the farmers depend upon 
the workers for the sale of their pro- 
duct. 4 
- The closing up! of the mines has 
dried up the sources of supply for the 
Bishop of Kimberley's diocese, which 
is twice the size of, Great Britian, 
with, a sole endowment of £530 a year 
for. the Bishop's stipend. Stipends 
and allowances to the amount of £400 
a year, formerly paid by the De Beers 
Company, have been suspended, and 't 
is pot possible to rajse money in Kim- 
berley for the diocese, ‘‘If help is not 
forthcoming,’ saystheir Lordships 
Buxton, Gladstone and Selbourne in 
letter to the Times, ‘‘the greater part 
cf the spiritual work among the nat- 
tves and whites must be stopped.””

Recently news despatches chron- 
ieled the fact that a boy resident of 
Lonaon, Ont., was the lucky discov- 
erer of two fresh water pearis. The 
gems were found in mussel shells in 
the river near London and, as upon 
being reduted and polished their mar- 
ket value was estimated at approxti- 
mately three hundred dollars cach, 
the organization of a syndicate to ex- 
ploit the possibilities of fresh water 
Pearl fishing, has been mooted.

RECOVERS LOOT. 


Bonds and Property Worth 
$300,000 Recovered by 
_ Clever Detective 


New York, July 6—A human blood- 
hound who for seven months tracked 
his quarry through many States, finally 
caught up with them and, in the as- 
sumed role of a Western highwayman, 
mingled with the members of thé alleged 
bandits he had trailed, gained their con- 
fidence and wormed their secrets from 
them on joy rides, at gay dinners and 
Broadway theatres and cabarets before 
springing the trap which resulted in their 
arrest’ yesterday, is Special Agent 
Gordon McCarthy of the American 
Railway Express. 

Postoffice inspectors, Department of 
Justice officials and police authorities 
were loud today in their praises of Mc- 
Carthy’s detective work, which, with the 
arrest of “Count” Edward Bryce and 
Charles Lambert of New York and 
Charles Heines of Rochester, promises 
to clear up the $1,500,000 bond robbery 
of « mail truck at Leonard street and 
Boardway last October 24, and a $65,000 
American Railway Express wagon hold- 
up at Niagara Falls two months later. 
Charged with complicity in the theft of 
the bonds from registered pouches 
among the 28 the auto truck carried, the 
trio, alleged leading members of a long- 
sought robber band, were armigned to- 
day before Magistrate Hitchcock. 

Part of the loot of October has been 
recoxercd—$300,000 from the bottom of 
a trunk in Bryce’s luxurious apartment 
at 12 Gramercy Park, and the balance 
from « burlap bag buried under a tree 
in w field near Silver Lake. 





































“Three Separate Ballots.

improvement will give equal returns 
and become a permanent improve- 
ment. Improved machinery, although 
very desirable, depreciates year by 
year, and in time is discarded and

work. ; 
Matching Cost and Benefit. . 

Suppose for instance it takes $40 
to tile drain an acre of land sys- 
tematically, but by so doing several 

which never produced more

Supposing another wet area which al- 
‘ways drowned out does likewise, and 
im all we have twenty-five bushels of 
wheat instead of twenty, or we have 
sixty bushels of oats instead of Sfty.

For the use of this money, on 
which you make large interest, the 
Government asks you only 5 per cent.

16 per cent. of the cost of his work 
up to $2,000 per hundred acres. The 
loan is obtained’ through the township 
council, which is responsible for pags- 
ing the necessary by-laws and the 
issuing of the debentures for sale to 
the Provincial Treasurer.

‘ How Fruits Ripen. 

The place which fruits are assum- 
ing in the dietary of man Is one of 
growing importance. Certain species 
like the apple and pear, the plum and 
the grape, have long enjoyed a de- 
served popularity; others which were 
once among the rarities in the United 
Btates aro now in great favor. 

The ripening of fruits plays so im- 
portant a part in their avatlability, 
and some of the problems of trans- 
portation, that authentic information 
on this subject is much to be desirod. 
Some fruits, like the apple, may be 
allowed to ripen almost fully on the 
tree, and may be kept in the ripened 
condition for relatively long periods, 
if proper attention be paid to their 
manipulation and storage. 

The physical changes, like the vari- 
ation in color of ripening frults, are 
familiar, since they are evident to 





* the senses; but these alterations are 


merely indicative of changes in the 
chemical make-up of the fruits under 
the conditions which determine ripen- 
ing. Heat, moisture, air and light 
may all participate in determining 
the characteristic changes that ensue. 
Laboratory reports of statisticians’ 
investigations in recent years have 
givén clearer indications of what 
takes place. Among the changes are 
the transformation of the starch into 
sugar, the conversion of soluble tan- 
nin compound with their astringent 
properties into insoluble forms, the 
actual lessening of the quantity of 
acid, or the masking of the acid Savor 
by the accumulation of sugar, the 
softening of woody tissue, and the 
increase and storage of julce. 

With the growing knowledge of 
what the ripening of fruits really in- 
wolves, we are certain to acquire bet- 
ter ideas of what a properly ripened 
product should really be. The fact 
that unripened (winter) apples are 
unfit for consumption In the early 
fall, because instead of sugar they 
contain a large amount of raw starch, 
which will disappear with the “mcl- 
lowing” process, will be understood 
in a more Intelligent way than nas 
Usually been the case.

In my last article I described 
the attic tank system of water 
ly for the rural home. This 
tem has given very good satisfac- 
tion In the past, but I doubt if it 
will be installed in many homes In 
the future, as there is now on the 
market something very much super- 
for in many respects. I refer to the 
compression water system, which I 
will try to describe in a few worts. 
How the System Operates, 

The chief featuro of this system is 
that water is pumped into a strong 
airtight cylindrical metd! tank 


against the entrapped air which is 
compressed in the upper portion of 
the tank, and the compressed air 
constitutes the power to drive the 
water out of the tank when a faycet 
is opened on the discharge line. This 
is very simple. The metal tank will 





























































of water used, but a common size is 
6 feet by 2% or 3 feet. It should 
be kept about full of water and at 
& pressure varying from 40 to 45 lbs. 
Greater pressure, If required, may 
be secured by pumping the water to 
a higher level than named in the 
tank, or by pumping some air into 
the tank before any water Is pumped 
in. A water gauge is attached to 
one side of the tank to indicate the 
height of the water in the tank, and 
on the discharge pipe close to the 
tank is @ pressure gauge. The tank 
must be kept in a frost-proof place— 
aay the cellar, or an underground pit. 
The water keeps cool, clean and fresh 
in this tight tank. 
Methods of Working the Pump. 
There are many different ways of 
operating the pump in order to fill 
the tank: By hand, by windmill, by 
gasoline engine, or by electric motor. 
A few minutes of pumping each day 
by hand will keep the ordinary-aized 
house supplied with plenty of water. 
When the pump can be operated by 
windmill or electric motor, there is 
the great advantage of automatic 
starting and stopping of tne pump. 
The automatic electric water systems 
of the present day are very conven- 
fent and also very efficient. In case 
of shallow wells and cisterns the 
pump and motor can be located in- 
side the house or barns. As farmers 
get electric current these automatic 
systems will become very common 
both for shallow and deep wells. The 
automatic systems require very little 
attention and are very nolseless. 
There are several styles or designs, 
but any of them of reputable firms 
will give good satisfaction {f the In- 
stallation has been done properly 
and If the outfit be given good care. 
If soft water as well as hard water 
is required under pressure, two tanks 
are necessary, one for soft and one 
for hard. Only.one pump js required 
in this double tank outfit. 
Alr Valves a Necessity. 


Pumps used in connection with 
compression systems must be provid- 
ed with an alr valve for renewing 
the alr in the tank because the alr 
dissolves in the water and escapes 
with it. If means for pumping in 
alr were not provided for, the tank 
would eventually become water- 
logged and the system would be ren- 
dered absolutely useless.

The number of “annual 
rings’ on the horns, plus two, for 
example, usually gives the animal's 
age, but remembering that the pairs 
of permanent teeth com’ nine months 
apart and the first pair comes at 
about 19 to 24 months of age, will 
help to verify it.

ATER IN FARM HOMES | HOW TO FEED FOR MILK 


Rations Must be Well Balanced 
and Also Generous. 


Contributed by Ontario Department of 
. Agriculture, Toronto.) 


Pastures may produce sufficient 
nutriment for the average producing 
cow, but the heavy producer cannot 
eat cnough grass to satisfy her hun- 
ger and the demand of her milk 
Producing organs. To such heavy 
producers supplementary grain mix- 
tures should be fed in quantity suf- 
ficient to satisfy the cow’s hunger and 
make possible the full functioning of 
the milk secreting organs. On good 
pasture the average producing cow 
cannot maké profitable use of grain 
feeds, but when on poor pastures the 
feeding of grain as a supplementary 
may be the only way by which the 
milk flow can be kept up. 

Pastures Must Bo Supplemented by 
Grain. 


Cows producing 50 pounds of milk 
per day, testing three per cent. butter 
fat, should recetve in addition to 
good pasture 8 to 10 pounds of mix- 
ed grain chop per day. Cows pro- 
ducing 30 pounds of milk per day 
testing three per cent. butter fat 
would benefit by the addition of 
four pounds of mixed grain chop each 
day at the milking time on return 
from pasture. In some districts the 
season of flush pasture may be very 
short. If such is the case provision 
for supplementary coarse feeds must 
be made. This may be.most easily 
done by providing good silage. Many 
of the more progressive dalrymen 
feed silage during the entire summer 
period in quantity in keeping with 
conditions in the pasture field, {p- 
creasing or decreasing the quantity 
at the demand of the cow. The grow- 
ing of soiling crops such as the oats 
and pease mixture, the growing of 
alfalfa and red clover corn, and roots 
in season are ways of keeping the 
cows working should the pasture 
fail. The cow’s stomach should be 
kept well lined with feed if she is to 
be profitable as a producer of milk. 
As the grass or pasture crop dwin- 
dles, other feeds must be supplicd or 
milk cannot be made. Many good 
feeders supplement the falling pas- 
tures in August with green fodder 
corn and second growth clover, newly 
made silage from peas and oats or 
corn may follow these. During Oc- 
tober and early November, grey- 
stone turnips and sorghum are fre- 
quently used. All these feeds go the 
samo route and produce much the 
same effect on the animal body, dlf- 
fering but Lttle in degree. It is not 
so much what we feed if we would 
only feed enough and use a variety 
of feeds so that the cow can perform 
the work required of her. 


Special Indoor Feeding Required, 


With the closing of the autumn 
and cessation of outside feeding, ne- 
cessitating all indoor feeding over a 
long period, provision for which 
should have been made during the 
growing season, by way of producing 
an amply quantity of allage, clovers, 
roots, grain feeds, and straw. How 
many cows can I carry through the 
winter, Is the viewpoint too frequent- 
ly taken by many dalry men. For 
profitable work this viewpoint ia gen- 
erally wrong and should be turned 
about to read, how few cattle can I 
keep to eat up all the feed. Lack of 
definite knowledge as to the feed re- 
Quirement per animal, and of jan easy 
method of figuring this requirement, 
has caused much loss through many 
farmers trying to winter more stock 
than the feed supply in thefr barns 
would warrant. When cows do s0 
well on June pasture, it should be 
an incentive to all feeders to imitate 
in sp far as possible the succulence 
of June grasses. 

Silage, Pulped Roots and Chopped 
Clover Recommended. 

Well made silage is the best sub- 
stitute, with pulped roots and chop- 
| ped clover a good second. Good red 

clover and alfalfa hays while not 
succulent are highly nutritious and 
palatable. With silage, clovers, roots 
and straw at hand, a sufficient variety 
has been provided and it {8 consider- 
,ed good practice to give producing 
dairy cows all of these feeds that 
they will take, without waste. In 
addition to these bulky feeds one 
pound of mixed grain chop per day 
should be fed for each three pounds 
of milk produced, over and above 10 
pounds. That is a cow producing 
forty pounds of average market milk 
per day would require all the coarse 
feeds she cared to eat and ten 
pounds of mixed grain chop per day. 
The grain feed requirement can also 
-be expressed as one pound of mixed 
grain chop per day for each pound 
of butter fat produced in a weekly 
period. That Is if a cow were pro- 
ducing,four gallons or forty pounds 
of m4 per day, that tested four per 
cent. butter fat, she would produce in 
seven days eleven and one-fifth 
pounds of butter fat. This would en- 
tite her to eleven and one-fifth 
pounds of mixed grain per day. 


' 
Liberal Feeding Is Absolutely Neces- 





sary. 

Another rule that is practiced by 
the best dairymen is to feed all of a 
well-balanced ration that good dairy 
cowa will take without making any 
appreciable gain in weight while in 
full flow of milk. The balancing of 
rations for dairy cows is very im- 
portant, and is practiced by many 
careful, business-like dairymen and 
farmera, but unfortunately many of 
those having the responsibility of 
cow feeding hate the sight of paper, 
pencil and figures; and consequently 
hesitate or neglect this very import- 
ant item In dairy cow management.

Under good practice, where 
the ensiling has been well done, the 
temperature two feet down will not 
exceed 140 deg. Fahrenhelt during 
the Orst Sve days, the temperature 
will then gfadually drop back to 100 
deg. or less, 
Green Fodder For the Silo Should Be 
Well Packed. 
Well-packed green fodder carrying 
@ normal amount of moisture will 


contain within the amall spaces just 
enough air to carry the fermentation 
to the desired point for proper silage 













making. If an excess amount of alr 
is present thrdugh improper cutting 
and packing of the fodder the fer- 
mentations will be carried too far, 
moulds will form and spoil part of 
the asllage. Numerous agents are 
present and ready to function should 
conditions favor their development in 
the ensiled mass. The plant enzymes, 
invertase and zymase, together with 
the acid forming bacteria lactis acidi 
and vini acetali are of the greatest 
importance in silage making. Num- 
erous other bacteria are present, and 
if conditions favor their development 
to a greater degree than they favor 
the development of the lactic and 
acetic acid formers the silage produc 
ed will not be of the highest grade, 
The plant cells of the cut or shredded 
green fodder that 1s placed in the 
silo are still alive and carry the 
chemical substances commonly known 
as enzymes. These enzymes are the 
agents that break down the starch 
and Increase the sugar content dur- 
ing the frst few days of the fer 
mentative process, apparently prepar- 
ing the way for the acid forming 
bacteria which become very active 
after the fifth or sixth day and con- 
trol the completion of the silage 
making process

of Tuberculosis In 
Poultry. 

It is absolutely useless to treat 
poultry which ts suffering from tuber- 
culosis with any sort of medicine or 
patent poultry toulcs. Preparations 
which guarantee to cure this disease 
are pronounced frauds by scientists. 
Once the bird Ia Infected there ts no 
cure. All effort should be directed 
to prevent the healthy birds from 
contracting the disease, 

If the flock 1s small and not of 
great value and if several birds have 
died or are known to be affected, it 
would probably be the part of wisdom 
to destroy the whole flock and start 
over again. The poultry house should 
be scrubbed out with good disinfect- 
ant and the walls whitewashed. If| 
the floor of the house {s dirt, remove 
about six inches and bury it out of 
the way. Resurface with fresh, clean 
soll. If the floor is well made of 
either Concrete, tlle or wood, soak 
thoroughly with disinfectant. If tho 
floor is not of good material or hard 
to clean, lay a new one over the old. 
Turn over the soll in the runs. Boll 
drinking cups and cleanse all other 
utensils. After this is well done, se 
cure the new birds, belng very care- 
ful to purchase them from a flock 
which is free from the disease, 

If the Hock is large or valuable 
it Is decided to attempt eradicati 
without destroying all the fowls, 
great care and attention, even to the 
smallest details, are necessary. One 
will, of course, overlook some of the 
diseased birds on the first examina- 
tion, but they may be observed later 
on when the symptoms are better de- 
veloped. Keep the floor as free from 
drops as possible, and clean out and 
disinfect at least once a week. Do 
not allow the young birds to run 
with the older ones, for they are eas- 
fly infected. After the frst general 
weeding out, watch the rest and as 
goon as one begins to appear diseas- 
ed, remove it from the flock and keep 
it alone, and then if it develops fur- 
ther symptoms destroy it at once.

POINTS ‘ON PASTURES 


Some Interesting Facts About 
« Grasses and Cropping. 


Sod-Bound Viebts and the Remedy, 
—How Pasture Plants Grow— 
Good Pasturage Cheap Stock Food 
—Treatment of Beef Calves, 

(Contributed by Ontario Department of 

Agriculture, Toronto.) 

We frequently hear the word “sod- 
bound” applied to grass areas, when 
People are discussing the failure of 
pastures. The megning that the word 
sod-bound is intended to conyey is 
that there are too many plants to 
each square foot of area. Such con 
dition is rarely true. Pastures sel 
dom fall because of too many plants 
or over population, but they do fail 
through the exhaustion of the svall- 
able plant food supply. The plough- 
ing up of old sod lands, thereby caus- 
ing the roots and stems to decay, 
brings about increased available 


plant food, and this followed by re- 
seeding, while effective, Is very ¢x- 
pensive. It is cheaper and usually 


better practice to adopt methods of | 


turf improvement. It takes years to 
develop a good sod, so why destroy 
by inverting it with the plough, when 
surface applications of avaliable 
plant food will make such profitably 
Productive. To those who may think 
that the “sod-bound” condition can- 
not be remedied by any prifctice oth- 
er than ploughing and reseeding, I 
would suggest that they stake off a 
aquare rod of dense sod and apply | 
to it either one pound of nitrate of 
soda or a wheelbarrow load of stable 
manure, Conviction guaranteed.—

Perhaps Yale University will have 
to plead guilty to the charge of imi- 
tation and plagiarism, for the Hark- 
ness tower is nothing if not Gothic. 
All orthodox persons will defend Yale 
and-sneer at Nebraska. A {fw cxu- 
berant spirits will rejoice that graund 
was broken at Lincoln for the 
greatest experiment ever under- 
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taken to create an American style 
of architecture.

The new state capitol of Nebraska 
civil servants. The roofs of the legis- 
portion. Elevators run up the tower, 
side. Just beneath the roof is the 





museum of war relics. A gigantic 
figure, the Sower, overtops all. 

The architect Goodhue boasts that 

no known style of building has been 
followed. The tower is concrete, steel 
and glass. The offices are actually 
business offices. Tradition, which 
demands that all American capitols 
shall have domes, is rudely shattered. 
Won't Nebraskans shout “Copy cat” 
if anyone dares to follow their pre- 
cedent! 
But will anyone follow? England 
{s building war memorials which ft 
Into her landscapes ag snugly as if 
centuries old. ‘ 

Canada is building cathedrals 
which glory In the Gothic tradition. 
The Toronto and Halifax Cathedrals 
aro but examples of the tendency in 
the Dominion, among Anglicans and 
non-Anglicans alike, toward the ro- 
Production and development of mo 
diaeval Gothic. This country is Brit- 
ish enough to abhor non-Christian 
styles in churches and new-fangled 
styles tn other public bulldings. 

There Is, however, a marked ten- 
dency since the war toward radical 
departures in the United States. Whe- 
ther the aspiring arches of Yale or 
the concrete towers of Nebraska are 
the “grotesque sacrilege" of this age. 
fs a question which must be left to 
the reader. Meanwhile, Nebraska Is 
spending {ve millions on “an elev, 
ed building which could be at once 
an object of beauty and a source of 
inspiration, with a tower eighty feet 
square, and terminating In a graceful 
dome of ¢olored’ or giit tile.” 

Whatever else may be sald about 
the capital and capitol that have been 
named after Lincoln, it cannot be 
sald that they are conservative. If 
the architect has imitated, no lay- 
man will be able to excuse him of 
such a merit or demerit, for nothing 
quite like the proposed bullding has 
been found either In the Aztec ruins, 
or in Pompell, or Babylon. 

And the capitol {ts an office builld- 
ing. Many builders of public build- 
ings have threatened to make them 
office buildings. None have succeed- 
ed; witness the Toronto City Hall. 
the hall 
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Nebraska‘’s elevators are 
mark of Its utilitarianism. 

As & war memorial this is a good 
office building. To tuck g@ war mu- 
scum up under the roof ofthe dome 
is not to make a war memorial.

One cannot take even’a short trip_ 
in British Columbia without coming 
upon historic ground. The name 
“British Columbia” is supposed by 
most people to have been given to 
this region by the inhabitants at an 
earlier date. ’ 

. In reality the appellation was be- 
stowed upon this outpost of empire 
by Queen Victoria of immortal mem- 
ory. Bulwer Lytton, the famous 
author and publicist, had much te do 
with the formative peridd of -this 
western coast country, and it was in 
oMficial correspondence with him, asa 
member of her Government, that the 
Queen expressed her wishes in’ the 
matter of a name for the country. 

Queen Victoria then wrote that the 
only name that seemed to be on all 
the maps she had cdusulted: was Co- 
lumbia, But ks there was a Columbia 
in South America and as the people 
of the United States, in their poeti¢ 
moods, called their land Columbia; 
the only course that remained was 
to place a prefix which would denote 
the allegiance of the country, and so 
the Queen suggested the name of 
British Columbia. 

And British Columbia the province 
remains to this day, frankly and 
proudJy British, as evidenced by the 
fact that no part e& the empire, in 
proportion, gave more lavishly in men 
and money to help “the old sea 
mother" when she called on her over- 



























cent great war. 

Thus there ts much interest attach- 
ed to the name of this province. It 
was, as recorded, given by the good 
Queen whose long reign brought 
such great lustre on the empire that 
it will always be known in history 
as the Victorian Age—famous in 
Mterature, art, science and religion. 
And no one encouraged these great 
elements by which empires live so 
much as the illustrious woman who 
held her throne secure, “broad-based 
upon her people's will and compass- 
ed by the inviolate sea.” . 

When we visit the different places 
in British Columbia we come in con- 
tact with ground where adventurous 
feet trod in long years gone by.

He rejoiced in bearing 
the name Alexander Kamloops Black, | 
and was a man of massive mould as 
well as strong mental power. Ho | 
bore the name be did because he was | 
born in Kamloops In the days when i 
his father, Samuel Black, a grim | 
sturdy and devoted Scot, was in! 
charge of that mountain post for the j 
Hudson Bay Company. 

Samuel Black, who was tn charge | 
at Kamloops, was—like most Hud- 
son Bay men—intensely devoted and 
loyal to that great fur-trading organ- 
{zation. And like all Hudson Bay 
men also, he was the soul of hospi- 
tality, delighting to entertain all who | 
came his way. One night Black had 
as his guest a brother Scot in the 
person of David Douglas, the botan- 
ist, after whom our most famous tree, 
the Douglas fr, ls named. There is a 
story that the guest rather forgot 
himself and made some disparaging 
remark about Hudson Bay men in 
general. Black promptly challenged 
the ectentist to fight a duel. Douglas 
suggested that it be postponed till | 
the morning. At the huur indicated 
Black tapped at the parchment win- 
dow where the botanist was supposed 
to be in the guest room and called on 
him to come out and take back what 
he said or fight. Douglas, however, 
Was not there. He had wisely con- 
cluded that he could verve bis country 
better by botanizing than by running 
risks in a personal encounter with 
-the grim Hudson Bay factory. 

It is gratifying to find parts of the 
old Hudson Bay quarters still in 
Kamloops. The citizens ought to re- 
store these fo some degree and keep 
the place as a small but historic park 
before modern goths and vandals 
turn it into ordinary commercial use. 

Tranquille, B.C., is called after a 
famous Indian chief of the locality 
some eighty years or so ago. The 
name calls up-the tragedy of Samuel 
Black's death. Tranquille, the chicf, 
had died after a brief illness, and 
his nephew, a young Indian blood, 
got into his head that Samuel Black 
had “charmed away” the life of his 
uncle.

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t ADVICE 'TO MOTORISTS’ 
Causes of motor accidents are discussed 
in the annual report of the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Highways. The report states that ac- 
cidents may be divided into two classes: those 
that are unavoidable and those that are avoid- 
able. It points,out that all motor drivers, no 
matter how skilful. and careful they may be, 
are subject to the possibility of accidents. 
ing gear or other mechanism may go out 
of order, or a thoughtless pedestrian may step 
off the side-walk in front of the car. 
Excessive speed is said to be the ‘most 
prolific cause of accidents, and a more rigor- 
Q ous enforcement of the present speed laws is 
urged. We commend the following para- 





tion of all motorists: 

‘ “Too many accidents occur to children. 
The presence of children on a street should 
be a warning to the driver of a motor car to 
drive with extreme care. The horn should be 
sounded to warn children playing on the side- 
walk that a motor car is approaching. Chil- 
dren _abSorbed in play are thoughtless, irre- 
ponsible, aid it is the plain duty of the driver 
ofa motor vehicle to recognize these condi- 
‘tions. That a child runs from the sidewalk 
in front of a motor car is not always a suffic- 
jent excuse for an accident;-for the driver of 
a motor vehicle, if he is competent to drive, 

: id: kpow.that children do such things, and 
h should’ be redgonably prepared for the em- 
ergency.. Accidents to children are in many 
cases an evidence of reckless driving.” 

. Motorists should constantly bear in mind 
that ‘a toot of the horn does not relieve them 
of all responsibility, in case the person tooted 
at does not jump out of the way. The person 
may be deaf, or stupid, but whatever be the 
reason, there can never be ‘any excuse for a 
driver taking a chance of missing a person 
crossing the roadway. No driver unless he be 
driving a fire engine, has the freedom of the 
road so that he can preremptorily order peo- 
ple out of the way with*a toot. 

We are glad the report refers to the glar- 
ing headlight nuisance. Apart from the dan- 
ger to other vehicles on the road, the motorist 
who casts a strong searchlight up‘a street is, 
to say the least,-# selfish creature. By so do- 
ing he claims th eentire thoroughfare as his 
own and painfully blinds and stupifiies every 
person who happens to be facing his car. On 
this point the report says: “Glaring head- 
lights are a fruitful cause of accidents, par- 
ticularly on country roads; and a simplified 
method of determining and overcoming glare 
is greatly to be desired, in order that the an- 
ah law may be more effectively enforc- 
ed.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE MOIRA 


This is the day of big projects. We are 
so bent upon harnessing Niagara, or making 
a hightway to the sea via the St. Lawrence 
River, that we are apt to neglect opportuni- 
ties that are right under our noses, All these 
great visions are commendable and must not 
be lost sight of, but in the meanwhile we 
might set our hands to things that are immed- 
iately attainable. “‘Do the duty that lies next; 
that which thou knowest to be a duty.” 

Ontario has a duty to perform to itself 
which has been left undone because of its pre- 
occupation with big things beyond its immed- 
jate reach, that undone duty is the develop- 
ment of the smaller rivers. The Moira River 
is only one instancg of the waste that is per- 
mitted year after year by the people of Hast- 
ings County who are primarily responsible. 

The responsibility for this waste of power 
does not lie upon all the people of the county, 
for there have been, and there still are a faw 


“visionaries” who have shouted themselves 


hoarse trying to wake up the inhabitants. So 
far these inhabitants have slept peacefully 
while the river has been flowing unharnessed 
to the sea. Once in several years they have 
been awakened, not by the shouting of the 
“visionaries”, but by the Moira River itself. 

This stream at times becomes unruly. Af- 
ter a heavy winter with lots of snow and ice, 
then when there comes a sudden thaw, the 
water rushing down from the un-dammed 
water-sheds floods the villages upon its 
banks and inundates large sections of the city 
of Belleville.’ Then do the citizens. of this 
city by this inland sea wake up! 

The scene in Belleville at these times 
might be described as “Venetian”, if it were 
not for the ice floating ’round, and, which is 
worse, for the fact that the cellars are not wa- 
terproof. It is estimated that about one hun- 
dred thousand dollars worth of goods are de- 
stroyed by these floods whenever they decide 
to visit our fair city.

He did not dig 
up any nuggets of the yellow mineral, 
nor stake out any Claims; or if he did 
stake out claims nothing profitable 
resulted. But he did‘by chance hap- 
pen upon # velt which-bas brought 
him in an inqome that ranks him 
among the financially iagocceatel ad- 
venturers to the Klondike. 

Having suffered the tardsh{ps and 
shared the perils of the crowd who 
thronged to the Klondike in ‘98, 
Robert William Service came at last 
to the stage where it was necessary 
to rely on something more tangible 
than gold mining for three meals a 
day. Having served an apprentice- 
ship in a bank in Glasgow, he be- 
came a bank clerk in Yukon, and 
then his fruitless experiences after 
his quest for gold brought him fame 
and wealth.

History tells 
that somewhere within its confines 
there rest the remains of Dr. Bisby— 
117 years old at time of demise— 
who lived on the farm adjoining it 
on the west, at one time one of the 
lots of the “Clergy Reserve,” and who 
donated the property for the ceme- 
tery to the present owners. It is im- 
possible to locate the grave owing 
to the dilapidated condition of the 
place and the second growth of vege- 
tation which makes its impossible to 
get to many of the tombstones. These 
are broken and lying In pleces on the 
ground; plot fences are out of shape 
and largely demolished and weeds 
and long. grass aro overywhere. 
Through the centre of the plot 
second growth has attained the pro- 
portions of a-young forest, and in 
some places the growing tree has 
pushed over the tombstone.

After Foch comes Joffre again, by 
the back door, unheralded, undmMicial- 
ly, badly press-agented, under un- 
popular patronage, himself making 
blunders in public—and yet he tri- 
umphs again. ~ 

Since the arrival at Seattle of 
Marshal Joffre on his way home to 
France from his trip around the 
world varying reports have come of 
the wa: h-of his reception. Ip the 
Pacific Northwest he was exploited 
by the Hill interest, lending himself 
to this unpopular patronage quite In- 
nocently but disastrgqusly. But when 
he got to San Francisco and was 
again nobody's man but his own there 
was a different story. 

Victoria, B.C., staid and English, 
made rather a point of taking his 
wisit placidly, according to one ac- 
count, and even Vancouver did not 
wax enthusiastic. It is sald that in 
dedicating the “peace portal” at 
Blaine, Washington, on the Canada- 
United States boundary In commemo- 
ration of the century of peace, he 
made a jarring specch. After pacific 
speeches by Samuel Hill, the bullder 
of the portal, and a woman, the 
marshal startled those who under- 
stood the French language by making 
a gruff, curt speech saying that 
Peace portals were “all right, but 
where would France be now if she 
hadn't built forts instead of peace 
arches before 1914." 

That was a bounder, Indeed, and 
enough to gain most men as draw- 
ing cards In the country where they 
don’t raise their boys to be soldiers. 
Joffre was téted around from Seattle 
by the globe-trotter, Sam Hill, son- 
in-law of James J. Hill, railway mag- 
nate, and this feature made news- 
papermen very angry with Hill and 
lukewarm towards Joffre. 

Then Joffre- went to Frisco by 
himself and, although ill, made a 
tremendous impression. This he 
heightened on the swing east, even 
making speech. His very silence 
was more effective than the great elo- 
quence of his colleague (and rival) 
Viviant on the earlier tour. This 
time he has had the floor and his 
words hare been vigorous, pointed 
and courteous. People come prepar- 
ed to be lukewarm toward a repre- 
sentative of French military power 
and policy. They stay to cheer the 
man whose square massive face, bar- 
rel body, instinct with reserve ener- 
gies of spirit, wil never be for- 
gotten, 

The man who saved Paris and con- 
quered North America (including 
Montreal, although he ts a Protes- 
tant) was born in 1852, first saw 
service in 1870 and was retired in 
1917 as too old. Yet last year he 
was young enough to undertake a 
tour which covered half of Asia, in- 
cluding Indo-China, China and Japan, 
Having conveyed the thanks of 
France to her Oriental colonies and 
allies, he retires to tho little home 
in bis native Pyrencean mountains to 
which bis eyes turned even the day 
after the battle of the Marne. 





Where Tomatoes Come From.— 

The growing of tomatoes forms the 
largest Industry in the Canary Is- 
lands, and the manner In which the 
fruit is consigned to forefgn markets 
is a tribute to the eMciency of the 
shippers. Owing to the long journey 
overseas the tomatoes have to bo 
picked when they are turning from 
green to yellow, and they ripen on the 
voyage. Long years of experience 
have taught the growers exactly when 
to gather their crops for consumption 
abroad, and although the fruit has 
not the same delicate favor possessed 
by that grown and ripened tn Eng- 
land, the tomatoes that are now ar- 
riving in England, estimated at over 
1,000,000 pounds weekly, are said to 
be of excellent quality. They are 
Produced from secds obtained in the 
old country, and great care ts exer- 
cised in packing the crop for markets 
overseas. Each tomato ig wrapped in 
Paper, and the layers of fruit are 
separated by granula(ed peat. The 
growere in the Canary Islands fill a 
eap in English warkets from Novem- 
ber until May, when the rich glass- 
house product from the Lea Valley, 
Worthing, and other. areas — the 
“prince of salads""—appears upon the 
scene. 





Mino Shafts,

What becomes of the old wooden 
battleships — “wooden walls" — and 
other similarly constructed craft that 
pass occasionally into tae hands of 
the shipbreakers? 

It is a question often asked by the 
curious, but one which seldom re- 
celves a satisfactory or adequate re- 
ply. Naturally the ancient, weatner- 
beaten timbers are disposed of in 
varying quantities for a variety of 
quaint purposes, and makers of 
“antique” furniture are cager bidders 
for much of the residue. 

Antique furniture made with this 
fine old seasoned oak is invariably 
safe from detection, even by the most 
experienced connoisseurs.

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Some of the most interesting pas- 
sages of Canadian bistory are thd de- 
scriptions«of early Indian lacrosse 
matches related by Catlin and other 
early explorers and writers. Atcord- 
ing to them in the ancient matches. 
as many as five hundred Indlang & 
aide took part. Tho affair was atr 
tended with great ceremony, @ special 


"course of training was followed and 


a special sporting sult was worn con- 
sisting of a brecch cloth to which was 
attached a-long flowing tall, some 
thing like a horse's tail. Some wore 
moccasins, while others went bare- 
foot. The game was played for stakes, 
usually piles of blankets, which were 
lafd out and placed under the guard 
of the squaws during the match, It 
will be seen that the first origins of 
lacrosse were like its descendants, 
not strictly amateur. 

The oldest medicine men of the 
tribes were the umpires, and they sat 
about in solemn conclave for, days 
before the match, praying for ald in 
giving just decisions. Their Judgment 
was final. They kept tally by little 
sticks which were laid in piles as the 
score rolled up, Sometimes the mateh 
lasted for two of three days accord- 
ing as the total score was set for 
ten, twenty or even two hundred 
points. The referee was more like 
ajmaster of ceremonies whose duty 
{t was to propound the rules before 
the match was begun and keep the 
game generally in order. He was 
usually a player himself, who took 
part in the match, chosen for his 
superior speed and ability. The influ- 
ence of the Indian game upon the 
early white 


by the umpires, the referee only to 
be consulted for a casting vote when 
the umpires disagree. 

The Indians had ideas of training 
which would hardly commend them- 
selves to modern players. Of course 
the game they played, lasting such @ 
time, was a test of endurance espe 
cially. The players on each side 
were so numerous that It can be 
imagined that many of them were 


the rest were in the thick of the 
melee. Only in this way could it have 
been possible to finish the match. 
There was no attempt at team play, 
nor were substitutes allowed. A play- 
er whose bones were broken got off 
the field as best he could without the 
game stopping. If he got better of 
his disability he could return, but 
the same personnel or a@ fraction 
thereof that commenced the game 
must finish {t. And for this trying| 

ordeal the training was pecullar. 
For three or four days before the 
contest fasting was practiced. This 
scema ridiculous to us, but it must be 
remembered that tho fndian’s normal 
conditian of healthy living was semi- 
fasting and that the only thing which 
put him out of condition except accli- 
dent wae gorging or too much food 
or drink. Fasting was the Indian; 
trainer chiet’s remedy for this dan- 
ger. Then the night before the mo- 
mentous match was to begin, all 
assembled decked out in their paint 
and feathers and commenced @ wild) 
dance about huge fires which were 
made. The practice varied with dif-| 
ferent tribes. Some danced straight 
- through for two or three hours until 
morning so that they got exhausted | 
into a cold stream. Others danced 
for half hour every two hours until 

morning so that they got 00 sleep. 
This was their training. Small won- 
der that little things Iike rules were 
not bothered with when players were 
in this state of exhilaration. Play 
was commenced by throwing the hall 
high into the aly midway between 
the goals. A mad throng rushed in 
to catch it on its descent and they 
were off. The ball was never faced 
after that but was put into play in 
the same way after each point scored. 
A-remarkable thing about the 
game is that though so rough and 
unrestrained, the best of feeling ex- 
{sted between the contestants. Is the 
Indian superior in self-control or did 
his surpassing condition make him 
more stoical and immune from pain? 
A human touch to these matches 
which imputes to the Indian a touch 
of the chivalry of the era of knight- 
hood gallantry is disclosed in the

The contract is not dated nor is it 
signed by anyone having authority 
from the city to do so . It is also 
not sealed and no specification is at- 
tached. Neither haa the customary 
bond or security been put up for 
faithful performance. of contract. 
This ix just another instance of how 
the city is suffering from lack of 
some one in. authority to supervibg 
all the various departments. 

A large portion -of this sewer has 
been Jaid in the ditch, and has only # 
very light covering of earth. In my 
opinion this should never have been 
allowed, and is not a proper state of 
affairs. As the sewer stands today, 
no heavy traffic can cross it, and it 
is liable to be broken in a number of 
different ways, and in Winter time it 
is almost sure to be affected by frost 
and flood conditions,

The foreign mat 
ter thus retained wil seriously inter 
fere with the lubricating qualities o 
the fresh oi!.~ Before ‘refilling the 
erank-case, it should, therefore, be 
thoroughly cleaned. 

One of the best ways to clean thr 
crank case is to flush it out with & 
light grade of oil. There are manx 
objections to the use of coal oil or gas 
cline for flushing. After cleaning 
with any one of these fuel .oilf, it.i 
impossible to drain it entirely, a smal’ 
portion of the coal oil or gasoline i: 
almost certain to remain at the bot 
Yom of the crank case. This will dilute 
the fresh supply of oil and destroy it: 
Jubricating value.

ANT LION TRAPS HIS PREY 


Remarkable Ingenuity Displayed by 
Smail Creature In Securing Food 


ture dotes on ants of all sizes and 
species, and as It is not swift of move- 
ment it must trap its yictims. It does 
this by making a ‘coné-shaped' pit. in 
the sand. These pits are about an 
inch deep and two inches acrosa, 
When It Is complete the ant lion buries 
itself in the very center, with only its 
head and strong-curved mandibles in 
sight. It then patiently awaits the 
curious ants. Ants are Paul Prys, and 
have a tremendous curiosity, The lt- 
tle depression attracts their attention, 
and they come to its edge and peer 
down Into It. 

The larva at once starts Into a fury 
of action. It begins a digging opera- 
tion and at the same time hurls grains 
of sand fn all directions, The sand 
thus tossed begins to roll down the 
depression and carries with {t other 
grains of sand until a miniature land- 
slide results. The curious ant Is canght 
fn the slide and goes tumbling down 
to the center where the hard, sharp 
mandibles of the lion seize It, and the 
poor victim {s shaken back and forth 


until It Is dazed, whereupon the ‘lon’ 


proceeds to dine with relish, tossing 
the empty husk of body outalde the 
hole, once the meal is over.

Did Prospector Tells of Adventures 
In North Land. 

During the Klondyke rush of 1898 
eam launch built at Racine, Wis, 
was Aesigned to burn oll as fuel in 
ope of taking it to the Mac- 
kefizie river for prospecting purposes.

three scows, one steamboat and the 
oll-burning launch, 

At Fort McMurray, we stayed sev- 
eral days to dry out our outfit, Here 
we had trouble, Mr. Boke, one of our 
party, declared that we were wast- 
Ing too much time, and wanted to 
pull out from the party. Boke asked 
me to leave the party and go with 
him. He sald that he had picked up 
with an old prospector and that the 
three of us could handle the scow 
and make better time. I talked with 
Col. Henry and he safd, “You stay 
with us, John. If you go with them 
you will never be heard of again; 
that man Boke has picked up with 
knows too much for Boke. He Is an 
educated man. I have no doubt that 
he ts a college professor and that he 
lg only pretending to be a miner.” 
So I stayed with the party. Boke got 
‘| his share, Including one scow, and 
pulled out with \pe professor, 
as far as I know of neither wag 
heard of again. J made ingutries at 
every post in the country, so I sup- 
pose that they went down during a 
storm on Great Slave Lake. 

Later at Fort Smith there was an- 
other row as to who owned the 
steamboat, and we woke up one 
morning to find the steamboat and 
two more of our men gone. So I 
suppose It, too, went down in the 
lake. Nobody seems to have heard 
of the steamboat after it left Fort 
Resolution. ; 
This left us with two scowsa and 
the launch. At Fort Resolution our 
party divided again. My od friend, 
Henry, and the three Frenchmen 
remained there for the winter. This 
left us with one scow and the launch. 
So I pulled out with the only remain- 
ing three of the party, crossed 
Great Sleve Lake, went down the 
Mackenzie as far as Fort Simpson. 
Here was another row. Two wanted 
to go up the Liard river; I wanted 
to go down the Mackenzie, and the 
other didn’t mind much which way 
so long as we kept on going some- 
where. So we kept together anf went 
up the Liard river as far as we could 
go and wintered there, calculating to 
cross the mountains tn the spring! 
When spring came we decided to go 
down the Mackenzfe and cross the 
mountains at Fort McPherson, but 
on reaching Fort Bimpson my three 
friends decided to turn back and get 
out of the country. I was then alone, 
but dfd not want to go out yet, so 
Joined the Hudson Bay Company and 
stayed In the country two years later. 

Our steam launch, the firat oll 
burner on the Mackenzie, had chang- 
ed hands several times and was 
Qnally abandoned at Fort Norman. 
Hare I took the engines ‘out and 
abandoned the launch at a gpot 
which later turned out to be the oi} 
fields of the north., The engines were 
later used td run the electric light 
plant at Fort Simpson. 

There ia a cropping of cou! in the 
bank near Fort Norman. I tried to 
tee if the coal would burn. It did 
burn slowly. I then threw the ashes 
into the river and thought that the 
fre was out, but on my return next 
year, 1 found it all ablaze, and 
volumes of smoke piping out from 
behind the bank. I climbed up the 
bank and saw a large hole which 
was caved in and from which the 
smoke was coming. Captain Mills 
of the steamer Wrigly sald, “You 
have done a fine thing now; you have 
set fre to the country.” I was alarm- 
ed, but my old friend, Mr. Johnson, 
laughed as much as to say that it 
aid not matter much. 

The country ts rich in mineral. 
Some things I know such as galena, 
are in unlimited quantities. There 
are traces of gold, mica, tron, copper

Workmien engaged In removing a 10- 
ton field boulder which is to mark the 
American Legion lot in Mt. Wollaston 
cemetery came across a strange find. 
When the boulder was lifted, after 
bard work, from its bed at the edge 
of a plece of swampland at the bottom 
of a small hill In South Quincy, the 
workmen found part of the jawbone 
of bome Animal. A large double tooth, 
wonderfully preserved, the enamel of 
which stione with conalderable luster, 
was imbedded in part of the jaw, 

The size of the tooth Indicated that 
the animal must have been of consid- 
erable size, but how it got under the 
rock was what puzzled the workmen. 

The big boulder was so firmly im- 
bedded in a rocky strata it did not 
seem possible any animal could hare 
burrowed under, because the rock on 
which the boulder rested was as frm 
as the boulder itself. 

The only explanation the contractor 
could give was that .this big boulder 
Taight have topled over from the hill 
above many years ago and crushed 
to death some animal thatywas stand- 
Ing or tying down there. No other 
tracea of the animal were found. The 
tooth was given to James B. Burke, 
secretary to Mayor Whiton, who se- 
lected the boulder in the first place 
as @ marker for the legion burial lot. 
The nature of the ground and the size 
of the stone made [t a difficult job te 
get the boulder out where the truck 
could receive it.

Stud- 
ents from abroad are estimated to con- 
situte 25 per cent of the registration. 

A leader in the motement to restrict [ 
the foreign influx states that in his 
lecture room he has‘ note from 50 to}) 
100 non-Germans, made up principally | U8e 
of Bulgarians, Romanians, Russians, 
Hungarians, Jugoslays and South Afri- 
cans, He declares the preparation of 
these “outsiders” frequently is insuf- 
ficient and that their conduct often 
“eaves much to be desired."” While 
emphasizing the need of ‘some curtail- 
ment in the enrollment and favoring 
action against foreigners to this end, 
he observes that caution should be ox 
ercised to avoid political or diplomatic 
embarrassment through too stringent 
procedure, 

Enrollment in German universities 
as a whole has shown an increase of 
20 per cent since the war and that of 
the technical high schools has been 
more than doubled.

Prevents Any Rise in 
Temperature 








Since 1914 a new method has been 
devised in Italy for conserving for- 
age, writes Dr. Franco Samarani in 
Dairyman, This method 
aims to produce, by means of a silo 
provided with a cover, a type of for- 
age having almost the complete char- 
acter of hay. At present it is quick- 
ly spreading in Italy, and meets with 
the full favor of the farmers. Many 
agricutural institutions are follow- 
ing the example of the Government, 
and are encouraging the new method.’ 

No Heating. 
It consists in the conservation of the 
forage, not only without contact with 
the carbonic 


air, but ip. phe presence of 
acid produced by .tho piration of 
the cells * of: the oa) ble tissues. 


Through the influence of the carbonic 
acid thé forage does not suffer any 
tet In fact, in the 
case of ensiling, green forages no prp- 
duction of Jreat is evidenced at all, 

The silo is constructed with a tower 
like the American type, bat it is com- 
pleted by a large cover that ascends 
and descenda mechanically. 

In the evening when the forage has 
been put in, the cover descends immed. 
intely to hold the carbonic acid, which 
prevents the hay heating. The cover 
is lifted when new forage is put in. 
The farmer completes the silo, and 
when it is brought to the end he puts 
a weight of 000 pounds per square yard 
upon the cover for a large silo.

DESTROY THE FLIES 
IN BREEDING PLACES 





Unquestionably the time to deat- 
roy files is before they begin to fly 
about and lay thelr eggs, which 
means either during the pupal or lar- 
va stage. Of these the latter is the 
easiem, because at that time they are 
6till at home in thelr breeding places. 

The first step toward this end, 
says Hoard’s Dairyman, would be to 
get rid of their breeding places the 
manure piles and filth accumulationa. 
Part of this can be done,. More 
manure could be hauled directly to 
the fleld, garbage cans kept covered, 
and other breeding places got rid of. 

Treat Unhauled Manure 

However, there is always some 
manure that cannot be hauled to the 
fleld dally, and this {s probably the 
lorgest single breeding place for files. 
Since we cannot get rid of the breed- 
ing place entirely, the next best thing 
fe to treat {t with something that will 
kill the maggots, For this purpose 
powdered borax’ will give the best 
resulta. Use about one pound for

London, July ‘14.—Messenger boys 
who cairy-parcels of furs and silks 
in the etreets of London for delivery 
to wholesale houses in the Oxford 
street area have need not only to be 
quick, witted but continuouely on 
their guard against being tricked by, 
thieves and robbers, So many thefts 
of valuable parcels have occurred re- 
rently, the losses to individual trad- 
ers being as high as £100 in some 
cases, that there is g great deal of 
concern over the matter. It ia be-

light robberies. One of this firm’s 
meesenger boys, 16 years of age, was 
carrying three parcels to a firm of 
carriere in Carlisle street when he |} 
fassed two men in a doorway in New- 
man street, 

One of the men in the doorway was 
half doubled up, and appeared to be 
ill, while the other was supporting 
nim, “As 1 came level with the 
men,” the boy said, ‘‘one man called 
out, “Sonny, will you go and fetch a 
taxi for my friend? He has been 
taken ill.’ Then, seeing me hesitate, 
he said, ‘Run quickly,’ and turning 
to his companion he asked him if he 
was feeling apy better. The other 
nan just ehook his head. I turned 
with my parcels to go into Oxford 
street for a taxi when the man eaid, 
‘Don’t bother about your parcels, I 
will look after them for you.’ I then 
left my parcels, thinking that the 
man was seriously ill, and got a 
taxi, but when I got back there were 
ne parcels or no men.” 

The trick is varied to suit the cir- 
cumstances. A second method which 
has been used with equal success is 
for one man, without a hat, to stand 
in the doorway of a building occupied 
by several wholesale firms, and for 
the confederate to go into the door- 
way of another building a few doors 
away on the same side of the street. 
When a boy arrives with a likely- 
looking package the first man quick- 
ly reads the addresa and says, “Oh, 
are you for John Jonea (or whatever 
the name is); all deliveries today 
three doors up the street.” The mes- 
senger, nine times out of ten, goes long. This is a strictly No. 1 
higher up, and as he starts to enter coat in every rea eos reg- 
the doorway a man appears, also ular price $300.00, E 
without a hat. coming down the A Special Summer Price $270.00 
stairs.

The third method is for one man to 
stand in the doorway, again hatless, 
and hail any passing messenger with 
a parcel and ask him to fetch him-a 
pot of tes. He says that he cannot 
leave the premises himeelf, and usu- 
ally gives the boy half-a-crown, prom- 
ising him a shilling for himself. As 
the lad cannot carry his parcels and 
a tea-tray, he very naturally leaves 
the parcels with the man. When he 
returns, he finds himself left with the 
tea-tray and the loose change, and 
no parcels. 

These three variants of the same 
trick have been recently sucecesfully 
worked in the West End on an aver- 
age three times a week, and it is « 
poor week in which the crooks do not 
get goods to the value of £150. One 
haul alone of fur coats was worth 
£100. In a case where the messen- 
ger gets a signature in his book the 
theft may not be found out until 
weeks afterwarda, not until the in- 
voice is sent. 

One thing that makes it difficult for 
the authorities to trace the thievea 
is that the boys usually are too con- 
fused to remember what the men are 
like. However, their descriptions tal- 
ly to this extent: that one mam is

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Chicken Under Glass. 

We can fruits and vegetables to 
preserve them for future use. Why 
not chicken? Chicken under glass 
couldn't consume much corn. I had 
four big cockerels that had almost 
re ed the fiwe-pound stage, and 
were just eating their heads off. 1 
determined to make an experiment, 
to which end I had the four cockerets 
killed and dressed. 

When they were properly prepared 
T put them into two large pota to 
toil, seasoning them well with salt 
and pepper after boiling them about 
an hour. When about two-thirds done 
I removed them from the fire and set 
them aside to become sufficiently cool 
to handle. .The sections of a 
are too large to admit of beimp placed 
in the ordinary glass jar which ir 
most used. But why can bones, any- 
way? : 

When the stewed chicken had cool- 
ed I carefully separated the meat from 
the bones, cutting the breast, thighs 
and drumsticks in halves running 
lengthwise The wings I canned with 
the bones in... These large pieces I 
put back into the pot to finish cook- 
ing while I separated the remainder 
of the smaller picces from the necks, 
backs, and other places. 

Part of this smaller meat I shred 
ded into one pan, the rest I put 
through the chopper and minced. The 
latter also contained all pieces of the 
skin, which I had removed from necks 
and breast to give my jars a good ap- 
pearance. The gibleta I put into the 
minced meat, although these could 
hare been put with the larger picces 
if desired. : p| 

By this time my pots of large pieces 
were boiling and ready for the jars. 
By placing them in gently they re- 
mained itact, though well done, An 
upright position saves room in the 
jars and greatly adds to the appear- 
ance of finished cans. When these 
wore filled with liquid they were 
ready to acal. 

Adding a little more water I pro- 
ceeded in the same manner with the 
shredded and then the minced meat 
always provided sufficient liquid to 
fill the jars completely, as is the rule

G. Ward, pastor of New Court Con- 
gregational Church, Tollington Park, 
London, in commenting upon certain 
statements that were made at the recent 
convention of the Catholic Truth 
Society in a western city.

Trade, cutting the first sod of the ex- 
Yension’ of the Hampstead line to Edg- 
were, involves an estimated expendi- 
tare’of epproximately £1,000,000, The 
scheme is three-fold: to extend the 
Hampstead line from Golders Green 
‘to Edgware, a distayce of 4.68 miles; 
to —provide for a projection between 
the Hampstead line at Camden 
Town and the City and South London 
line at Euston, and to reconstruct the 
City and South London line to carry 






the standard rolling stock of the Un- 
dergroynd Railways and to permit a 
through service of modern electric 
trains from Clapham Common to 
Edgwate. — 

The plan for connecting the Hamp- 
stead line and the City and South 
London line, which provides for a 
six-track underground tubular june 
tion at Camden Town, wil] permit a 
four-minute servige to be worked 
from Charing Cross to Edgware and 
to Highgate. These services, having 
thdir confluence at Camden Town, 
will involve the running of sixty 
trains an hour in each direction— 
which will constitute a record. It 
is expected that this work will be fin- 
ished by October Ist, 1923, but part 
of the general echeme wil! not be fin 
ished until the following year.

Complaints are coming in from citizens in 
jregard to the growth ef noxious weeds on va- 
cant lots throughout the city. The heavy 
rains have kept the lawns green without arij- 
ficial watering, they have also kept vacant lots 
in full bloom with sweet clover and “blue 
devil” weed. These blue flowers look very 
pretty, and they would be a harmless decora- 
tion if they would only confine themselves to 
vacant lots, but they have a habit of scattering 
their progeny over a wide area. They will 
soon be turning to seed and these will be 
blown on to neighboring lawns and flower 
beds, where they will spring up next: year— 
some ten, some'twenty, but most of them a 
thousand fold. ‘ 

It is suggested that all owners of vacant 
lots where weeds abound should at once cut 
down these tares and cast them to the void. 
Sweet clover is all right on a farm or on a 
ranch, but until people go in for keeping cows 
in their back-yards and graze them on their 
front lawns, there is really no call for this kind 
of herbage in the city. 

All ye owners of vacant ground, kindly 
put in the sickle and reap your harvest of 
tares!

Domestic supplics of 
water are running out, thanks to our lack of foresight, and 
it will-be increasingly difficult to maintain ordinary clean- 
finess of skin and clothes. But the seas are still full, and we 
should use their water around all our shores to the fullest 
posible extent during the nyg three months. 

‘Lakes.and rivers, where possible, should be used. There 
is no definite proof that sea-water, as such, is-much more 
Yahiable than fresh for the unbroken skin, by which its salts 
ate not absorbed. '

ANOTHER WAR REVELATOR AN- 
NOUNCES HIS WARES 
London, July 21.—Startling revela- 
tions respecting the * dethronement 
and death of former Emperor Nich- 
olas are promised by Alexander Ker- 
ensky, one time President of the Rus- 
sian Republic, who has been quietly 
writing his memoirs in a London flat. 
Kerensky's plan was to spirit the Em- 
peror of Russia to a neutral European |X 
country or to the United States, but 
this, he contends, was frustrated by 

Great Britain. 

The book of the former Russian dic- 
tator will begin with the inception of 
the war and cover the ¢ifml collapse 
of the Empire. I¢ will explain not 
only the causes of the Romanoff over- 
throw, but the failure of Kerensky’s 
own government. 

The writer declarer that if the Al 
lies had been willing to let Russia re- 
main passive for a period, they could 
have kept her as a valuable ally, The 
book will point out that the Entente 
insisted on Russia displaying energy 
on the front while in the throes of a 
revolution at home, 

His own overthrow Kerensky  atri- 
butes to simultaneous pressure from 
the two extreme parties, the Royal- 
ista on the right and the Bolsheviki 
on the left, aided by the hostility of 
the army.

One of the most admirably equip 
ped factories in the world has recent- 
ly been erected near London, England, 
for the manufacture of confectionery 
and for the packing of tea, In the 
tea department the whole of the: work 
is done by machinery, the tea not being 
touched by hand from beginning to 
end, The tea chests are brought in 
barges to a canal dock and lifted out 
of the barges by means of an electric 
transporter which carries them into 
the factory. They are then raised by 
an electric conveyor to an upper floor 
where a sample is taken for tasting 
purposes. The tea is then emptied 
down shoots leading to automatic 
machines which weight out tho tea 
in pounds, half pounds, or quarter 
pounds, as required, shape a package 
out of sheets of paper, fill the package 
with tho exact weight of tea, and then 
close the packet, This packing opera- 
tion is done at the rate of one com- 
plete packago per second. The pack- 
ages are then made up in parcels of 
one dozen or more and placed on elec- 
trie trucks which convey them to the 
despatch department. There they are 
ph on an electrically driven end- 
Jess band whicli projecta inside the 
wagons in the Joading bay.

Boring for Steam. 

For many years an obscrvatory, 
under the direction of Prof. Jaggar, 
has been maintained at the crater of 
Kilauca, on the Island of Hawail, 
for the study of that volcano— 
remarkable because, while at all 
times manifesting a tremendous ac- 
tivity, it is not explosive. 

It is believed that Kilauea’s fires 
come from a great subterrancan 
“pool,” so to call it, of molten ma- 
terial that has pushed its way uP

The men mentioned ag his 
probable opponents are James Wel- 
don Johnson, secretary of the Nation- 
al Association for the Advancement of 
the Colored People, and William H 
Ferfis, editor of the Negro World.

The life of a newspaper 
man would be a good deal, caster if 
this were the case; but in Washing- 
ton, at Iéast, it wouldn’t work. A 
correspondent who broke the pledge 
of secrecy, especially if he did it to 
prove that the official and not the 
correspondent was a ar, would get 
no more Interviews with that omMetal.

Wholesalers and Railway- 
men Believe Canada Will ° 
Require Welsh Coal 








Toronto, July 25—If the miners were 
to commence working to full capacity 
to-morrow and the railroads were to get 
back to normal at the same time, there 
would still be danger of a shortage of 
coal in Toronto this winter, according to 
local dealers.

New York, July 27—The American 
coal miners will not be “driven back to 
work at starvation wages” and tho 
strike can be settled only on & national, 
basis, John L. Lewis, international Presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers of 
America, declared in # statement issued 
here.

"The miners are anxious to settle thia 
strike and Tesume the production of coal. 
We are ready to meet in joint conference 
with the coal operators st the earliest 
moment that such conference can be 
arranged in harmony with the con- 
tractual obtigations of the coal com- 
panies and in line with the procedure 
which has prevailed én the industry for 
more than a quarter of a century. 
“No district conferences or agreements 
will be sanctioned by the mine workers’ , 
organization.

The fears expressed in Fhe Intelligencer yesterday re- 
“garding the future supply of power in this district have been 
*gohfirmed by a despatch from Toronto, in which Sir Adam 
“Beck is quoted as giving expression to some very pessimistic 
“Yiews on the oiitlook. - It is important that the people and 
the manufacturers of Belleville should weigh well the words 

of Bir Adam, when he says: y 
: “The most seriqus thing is thd natural growth in the 
enet and the increased usage of electricity. In a year or two 
the whole of the power available from the Trent will be gone, 
*and the engineers are now arranging and drafting the maxi- 
mum amoutit that will be available to each of the munici- 
-elities in that district. We are going to tel] them now just 
what each municipality is going to be able to receive, so that 
they can govern themselves accordingly. 

’ “After the Trent power is all utilized, there is nothing 
further in sight for that district but the St. Lawrence. The 
Bt. Lawrence is the next step in eastern Ontario. All the 
power will be used, however, before the St. Lawrence can be 
developed. We think the municipalities ought to know jus 
4where they are ‘at in conection with power matters.” 

_ “Without being unduly alarmist, one might read into 
these words coming disaster for the industries of this district. 
If Sir Adam's fears are justified, it is the duty of the in- 
‘dustrial leaders of Belleville to at once get together and plan 
ta,avert such h disaster. There are those who contend that 
the “Power King” is getting gloomy in his old days, and 
several Belleville men who have recently been over the Trent 
tiyer declare that there is plenty of water for present and 
future purposes, Stories are told of volumes of water tumbl- 
ing over daths unused, of water wasted on “navigation that is 
of no consequence, and of petty squabbling about private 
power-rights, of the delay and indifference of federal official. 

All of these things, and some other things, should be en- 
quired into at once. The whole question of the navigation 
of.the Trent River should be considered in the light of the 
needs of the district. The Government might be asked to 
present a balante sheet showing the profits or loses gained 

O¢ sustained by its operation of the river ax a canal.

HEALTH AND MIDDLE-AGE 


Middle age is a supremely critical period for both men 
and women, for it is at that stage in existence that they begin 
tv» fully realize that they are mortal. Youth is the great 
period of fajth and hope, when the body is supple and free 
from the cumulative humors of later life that seem to 
settle in the joints and veins and refuse to be thrown off. In 
dealing with “Middle Age, Health and Fitness”, Dr. Ash 
assures those who have passed the age of forty that there is 
no need to worry if they will only take care of themselves. 

He says that the most important thing is to preserve the 
elasticity of the joints and tissues. Elasticity is one of the 
most vital conditions to preserve after the age of forty, when 
a tendency to incréasing rigidity sets in. The doctor recom- 
mends gentle exercise, but warns against overdoing it. The 
training should be graduated by walking a little more each 
day, adding cycling to walking, and perhaps a little running. 
The rule is to make haste slowly, and not attempt too much 
as it is risky. Dr. Ash believes that gout has much to do 
with the ill-health of middle aged. This malady is some- 
times attributable to the bad habits of our ancestors, but this 
i a mean insinuation, and often is untrue. Dr. Ash states 
that gout is undoubtedly due to the eating of heavy meat 
and the drinking of strong liquors. ie 

The sum of the whole of this doctor's advice to the 
middle-aged seems to be contained in the words “diet” and 
“exercise”. The tendency with people as they get older is to 
eat too much and to exereise too little.

Mr ?4cKechnie tar been in Lowlor 
for three and a ha'f years, but during 
this comparatively trief residence be 
has made many close friends. His man- 
liness and sterling Christian life, together 
with his fearless preaching of the Gospel, 
have contributed largely to the upbuild- 
ing of the cause for which he labors, but 
he will go from London with the best 
wishes of all who know him. 

Before coming to London, in Febru- 
ary, 1919, Mr. McKechnie had been en- 
gaged for several years on the staff of 
Woodstock College, of which his father, 
Dr. N. 8. McKechnie, is vice-principal. 
He, succeeded Rev. W. M. Martin in the 
pastorate of Wortley Road Church, 
under somewhat difficult conditions, but 
has been able to strengthen the charge 
greatly during his term of service. His 
pastorate was described by a member of 
his church last night as “exceptionally 
successful.” He has been highly esteem- 
ed by clergymen of the city and is vice- 
president of the London Ministerial 
Association. 

Mr. McKechnie, who during July has 
been preaching to the united congrega- 
tions of Wortley Road Baptist and Knox 
Presbyterian Churches, goes on vacation 
in August and is to preach his farewell 
sermon on September 3. 

At Victoria Avenue Church, Belleville, 
he succeeds Rev. W. H. Wallace, who

ders Unidentified Through 
the Art Museums 
— i 

Paris, July 27.—Dressed in a bus- 
iness suit of a sober black, a quiet, un- 
obtrusive yellow-skinned man has 
been as constant visitor recently to 
the musoums of art, painting and 
sculpture in the French capital, 

Few people recognized Khai Dinh, 
Far East Potentate, Emperor of An- 
nam, Indo-China, who adorned in flow- 
ing robes of silk, his hair decorated 
with gold lace, the Red and Yellow 
Order of the Dragon of Annam on his 
breast almost hidden by a large plaq- 
ue of pure gold set with huge diam 
onds, was seen in the Presidential 
box at Longchamp on :the day of the 
jrand-Prix. 

A few years ago no one in his capi- 
tal of Hue was permitted to stand ereet 
before the Emperor or look him squar- 
ely in the eye, yet in the musenms 
tourists pushed him about and elbowed 
him out of the way when he stood too 
long before a work of art. 

One of the first questions Khai-Dinh 
asked after he had been installed in the 
Ministry of Colonies, his home while 
in Paris, wax: ‘‘Where is there 4 
first-class tailor in town?” A repre 
sentative of a leading Parisian tail 
oring firm called, but the Emperor 
found his clothes too gaudy and re- 
wested him to return with blue. 
brown and black samples. The Emper- 
or ordered six suits of the more sober 
patterns. His official robes show prac- 
tically all the colors of the rainbow, 

A great lover of Art, Khai-Dinh 
has had the entire row of Palaces uve! 
as the residence of royalty in Hue 
practically remodeled, both inside and 
outside, since his accession to the 
throne in 1916. ‘His visits to the mon- 
uments of Paris have been made cs- 
pecially for the purpose of finding « 
plan for the reconstruction of the 
tomb of his ancestor, Dong-Khanh, 
the founder of the dynasty, 20 centur 
ies ago. 

lA strict follower of the doctring 
of Confucius, Khai-Dinh’s respect for 
the memory of his ancestors amount 
to religion, and the mausolenm which 
he intends erecting to Dong-Khanh 
will be one of the purest examples o 
far-east architecture known. Alex 
andre Marcel, official architect of the 
French government, is collaboratiny 
in the drawing up of the plan and the 
Emperor has made several calls upon 
the architect, suggesting modifica- 
tions and ideas, 

Khai-Dinh has given much trouble 
to the sceret service men entrusted 
by the French government with the 
task of protecting his sacred person. 
He slips in and out of mnseums, at- 
tended only by a few of his entourage, 
all dreswed ‘n the European fashion 
and sevePal times he tas cluded their 
vigilance. 

Khai-Dinh, before he was allowed 
to travel incognito in Paris, was the 
guest at several official functions, in- 
eluding many dinners, and luncheons. 
He was present at oll in full regalia, 
but toward the end of official 
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him literature ‘und western ¢ivilida- 
tion and fit him for the high placo 
which he is to occupy one day at Hué, 
one of the fnndamental requirements 
of which is that he boa friend of 
France and a student of French lifer- 
ature. f 





TURKISH CITY 
UNDER GREEK RULE 


Adrianople Has Become a 
Thriving City Since the 
Occupation 

Adrianople, July 28.—Adrianople, 
which has been one of the barriers to 
peace between the Greeks and the 
Turks, has become a thriving city un- 
der Greck military occupation. The 
Turkish shopkeepers and traders*never 
wero prosperous, The Greeks have 
decorated every storo with a Greek 
sign, whether‘the owner be a Greek, 
Turk or Armenian.

A LINE TO THE PAST. 



















Bridgetown, N.S. Will Celebrate 
Arrangements now being made to 
celebrate the centennial of Bridge- 
town, N. S., in the first week of 
September will bring into prominence 
the fact that this community was 
Originally settled by an ancestor, on 
the maternal side, of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Rene Foret, son of Michel 
Foret (or Forest), a native of France, 
and -of Marie Hebert, was born at 
Port Royal in 1670. He married 
Francoise Dugas, and died in 1761. 
brother Jean, born in 1677, and 
married to Isabella LaBarre, settled 
at Beaubassin and was the ancestor 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

Two bloody massacres in the vi- 
cinity of Rene Foret’s river changed 
the name to Bloody Creek. In 1711 
a party of 42 Indians In ambush in 
the woods fell upon a company of 80 
Britieh soldiers sailing up the Anna- 
Polis river from Port Royal, slaying 
30 of the troops and taking the 
remainder prisoners, In December, 
1767, more than 20 British soldiers 
belonging to an Irish regiment re- 
cently landed at Port Royal were 
slain at Rene Foret's river, being 
fired upon by French refugees who 
had escaped from the Acadian ex- 
pulsion of 1755, The story of the 
massacre and the gallant fight of 
the British soldiers in crossing the 
river on their return mareh, under 
the enemy'‘s fire, is graphically told 
jn Knox's Journal, discovered only a 
few years ago in England. The pris- 
oners captured at Grenville by the 
French refugees Were carried to 
Miramichi, and the following spring 
the escape of one, named Euston, and 
his return to Port Royal, brought

Th 
disappearance of subordination of tb 
Arab population, language or cultur 
is not contemplated, and the establish 
ment of a full measure of self-govern 
ment in Palestine will be fostered, Th 
special position of the Zionist Exeou 
tive does not entitle it to share in th 

gevernment of the country. 

The Arab delegation has replied t 
this statement of policy as follows

Alexandropol, Armenia, July 29.—A 
school for the blind, the first of its kind 
in Armenia, will be opened here this 
summer by the Near East Relief, under 
the direction of Dr. R. T. Uhls, of 
Kansas City. The pupils will be 150 
Armenian war orphans, aged 5 to 14 
years. Most of them are victims of 
trachoma, the dreaded cye disease which 
is the scourage of the Near East.

This stipulation suggests that he 
niay have been the son of Moen, 
The latter was a man of little edu- 
cation or inventive ability, but he

He began life obscurely, and drifted 
to New York as a clerk in a hard- 
ware store, where he sold, among 
other things, Ichabod Washburn’s 
barbed wire. which was just coming 
on the market.
